SUN BURNED FARMER 
ON FARM SITUATION 


•St. Louis, April 16.—Thad Snow, a 
tall, sun burned farm er from Char­ 
leston, stood before the Advertising 
Club Tuesday at Hotel Statler 
and 
called a spade a spade. 
He offered a 
first-hand view of the 
agricultural 
situation and painted it an increasing 
farm mortgages and vanishing sav­ 
ings. 
The situation had gone on for 
four years, while labor and industry 
moved at peak prices, but the break 
V u here, he said. 
The farm er had 
to get his due or an economic of po­ 
litical revolution would result. 
Know attributed the present 
agri­ 
cultural situation to the elimination 
of the old standard of supply and de­ 
mand. 
He said organization 
had 
* placed an artificial law in its stead. 
He offered an 
example 
in the old 
idea that when workmen were plen­ 
tiful, wages fell. 
Now, with 
com­ 
plete labor organization, a surplus of 
man-power 
merely 
means 
higher 
wages and shorter hours. 
“ Industry has assimilated the 
in­ 
creased cost of labor and is passing 
it on to the consumer“, Snow 
said. 
“The farm er is unorganized. He is 
exchanging the 
product of one^hour 
of industrial labor for 10 
hours of 
farm labor. 
The exchange 
is 
not 
just. 
His savings vanished 
some 
time ago and the farm mortgage be­ 
gan to reappear. 
In 1923 more than 
twice the amount of mortgages w rit­ 
ten in any of eight previous 
years 
were taken out by farmers. They are 
mortgaging to the limit and 
must 
find a solution”. 
Snow’s idea of the proper solution 
is to follow the footsteps of 
labor 
and capital and 
organize. 
Difficul­ 
ties in an attem pt to form an organ­ 
ization of men, so widely scattered as 
farmers, are more 
than 
apparent. 
Snow said it was possible and neces­ 
sary. 
W aiting for a return of nor­ 
mal conditions is recognized as 
fu­ 
tile, Snow said, adding tha torganiza- 
ton had to be met with organization 
to save the agriculture situation. 
The country has failed to take the 
situation seriously because it has ac­ 
cepted the word of persons who know 
nothing of farm problems, Snow de­ 
clared. 
He dweilt with sarcasm up­ 
on the recent address 
of 
a banker 
who said that newspapers and m ag­ 
azines carried articles which made 
the farm er believe his lot more ser­ 
ious than it is.

FEDERAL GRAND JURY 
INDICTS DR. STEPP 


Twelve persons are 
charged with 
violations of the Federal 
law's 
in 
seven iTkdictments returned 
by 
the 
United States 
grand 
jury, 
which 
completed its investigation and re­ 
ported to Judge Charles B. Farris in 
Federal district court here today. 
Simultaneous with the report 
of 
the grand jury, John C. Dyott, spec­ 
ial assistant to the Attorney General 
in charge of liquor prosecutions, fil­ 
ed six informations charging viola­ 
tions of the Federal dry laws. 
All those indicted 
or charged 
in 
the informations, were to be arraign­ 
ed in Federal court at 5 o’cflock this 
afternoon. 
Those against whom 
indictments 
were returned and the charges, fol­ 
low: 
Dr. A. L. Stepp, physician of Sik­ 
eston, violation of narcotic laws. 
Samuel G. Ferre, rural mail car­ 
rier of Marston, embezzlement. 
Herman iSchulenberg, 
Dutchtown, 
possession of whiskey. 
Jam es 
Skagg 
and 
Louis 
Curl, 
Senath, violation of dry laws. 
Louis J. Bennett and 
Isaac Jack­ 
son, Senath, violation of “dry” laws. 
Walter J. Kittle, Arthur Jones and 
I>awrence Williamson, of near Van- 
duser, violation of dry laws. 
W. H. Thompson and W. A. 
Mc- 
Oarson, of near Senath, violation of 
“dry” laws.

Dr. Stepp was 
indicted 
on 
five 
counts for alleged infringement 
of 
(the Harrison Anti-Narcotic Act. He 
is accused in the first count of sell­ 
ing, giving away and (bartering to 
one Lon Robertson 
15 
one-quarter 
grain morphine tablets on January 9, 
1924, for the sum of $1. The sale was 
iK.t made 'in tW iiur»uancc of his 
regular duties as physician, and was 
not given Robertson in treating him 
for 
any 
ailment, 
the 
indictment 
charges, but only to gratify his ap­ 
petite. 
The seeond count of the indictment 
charges Stepp with the sale of 
10 
morphine tablets on December 
1, 
1923, to Levi Cook for $1, and furth­ 
er charges that 
the 
tablets 
were 
placed in an 
envelope, 
but market! 
with the seal o f, the Internal Rev­ 
enue Department as required by law. 
The third count charges the doctor 
with the sale of 10 morphine tablets 
to Irene Bailey on April 1, 1924, for 
a similar sum, and the fourth count 
charges the sale of 12 morphine tab­ 
lets to John Doe on June 1, 1923. 
The fifth count charges the physi­ 
cian with failing to keep a record of 
the sales of the “dope” as required 
by (law. 
Federal Narcotic Agent Brown wko 
investigated the sale of the “dope" 
by the Sikeston doctor, was one 
of 
the witnesses before the grand jury, 
as was Deputy Sheriff Tom Scoltt, of 
Benton, who is alleged to have 
ar­ 
ranged the first sale from the doctor 
to an “informer”. 
Brown, at the time of Dr. Stepp’s 
arrest several 
weeks 
ago, declared 
that the records which were available 
showed that more than $1000 of the 
“dope” had been sold within a short 
time. 
At the same time Dr. Stepp 
declared that (the whole affair was a 
“frame-up” and inspired (by his ene­ 
mies. 
Samuel G. Ferre, rural mail 
car­ 
rier of Marston, was indicted by the 
grand jury on a charge of embezzling 
$40.15 from the postoftice at 
that 
place. 
He delivers mail on route 5 
out of Marston, according to the in- 
didtirtent. 
Louis J .Bennett and Isaac John­ 
son of near Senath in Dunklin Coun­ 
ty were indicted on charges of oper­ 
ating 
a still. 
Their 
indictment is 
based on the old revenue laws 
and 
charges them in three counts 
w ith 
carrying on the business of distillers, 
not registering their still wth the In- 
tcrnial 
Revenue 
Department, 
and 
with the possession of 900 gallons ot 
mash. 
They were caught in a 
raid 
on November 24, last. 
Walter J. Kittle, Arthur Jones and 
Lawrence Williamson, arrested when 
Federal agents visited the vicinity of 
Bell City, were indicted on 
similar 
charges of violations of the Internal 
Revenue laws. 
They are charged on 
three counts with operating 
a still, 
making 
liquor and 
possession 
of 
mash on a farm near Bell City. They

Munich, Bavaria, April 10.—Will­ 
iam Bayard Hale, American journal­ 
ist and in the earlier years of 
the 
Carranza government President Wil­ 


son’s unofficial representative in Mex­ 
ico, is dead here. 
He was iborn «in 
Richmond, Ind., in 1869. 
Descendant 
of 
a 
distinguished 
family of American writers and pa­ 
triots, the case of William Bayard 
Hale, who spent his last days virtual­ 
ly in 
exile 
from 
the 
land of his 
birth, is particularly interesting. 
He w'as the son of Edward Everett 
Hale, author of “The Man Without a 
Country”, and, as a result of 
his 
friendliness 
to the German govern­ 
ment in the World War, his own life 
might be compared to that of 
the 
traitor whose penalty 
for 
treason 
formed the 
basis 
of 
his father’s 
story. 
Nathan Hale, patriot m artyr of the 
Revolutionary War, was an uncle 
of 
Nathan Hale, grandfather of William 
Bayard Hale. 
It was Nathan 
Hale 
whose 
last 
words 
before he 
was 
hanged were: 
‘*My old regret is that 
have only one life to give for my 
country”. 
Although William Bayard Hale de­ 
nied the charge he acted as agent for 
the German government and head of 
the German 
propaganda 
service in 
the war, there is ample documentary 
evidence to prove he did. 
The 
ex­ 
ample is the ponderous volume which 
Hale produced and Von 
Bernstorff, 
German ambassador, published in de­ 
fense 
of Germany’s 
ruthlessness on 
the seas. 
This volume was printed 
after the sinking of 
the 
Lusitania, 
when hundreds 
of Americans were 
killed. 
But if Hale had written nothing in 
defense of Germany’s murder on the 
seas, hiis employment at $15,000 
a 
year as adviser of the German intel­ 
ligence 
bureau 
would 
have 
been 
nough to convict him in the eyes of 
patriotic Americans. This bureau de­ 
voted itself to a condemnation 
of 
oiyal American 
publications; 
the 
bribing or attempted bribing of Am­ 
erican publishers 
and writers; 
the 
promotion of strikes and disorders; 
the secret control of airship 
and 
ammunition plants, and to anything 
in 'general that might tend to weak­ 
en the cause of the allies in the es­ 
timation of the American public. 
William 
Bayard 
Hale 
had been 
honored highly 
by his native land. 
President Wilson had employed him 
on a mission of great responsibility 
and delicacy. 
He had the confidence 
of men in high power throughout the 
world. 
On his mission to Mexico he 
had ¡acquited himself w ry commend 
ably. 
His work there 
had 
aided 
largely in cementing the gap 
that 
had begun to form between the Unit 
i‘d States and its neighboring 
re 
public on the south. 
It was while acting as foreign cor­ 
respondent for the William Randolph 
Hearat papers that Hale went to Ber­ 
lin. 
It later developed, through of­ 
ficial testimony presented to a sen­ 
ate 
investigating 
committee, Hale 
bad sold himself to Germany for $15, 
000 a year. 
The*Author’s 
League of America 
immediately took steps to expel Hale 
as a member on the ground 
that 
“while being in the employ of

German government Mr. Hale, with 
out acknowledging his German aftil 
iations, conducted pro-German 
pro 
paganda in America, even attacking

Negro Valedictorian 
at Alton High 
School This Year. 


Washington, JA^riT 10.—The 
federal slave rade act, written 
on 
the statute boo),; 125 years ago, with 
the change of only a few words, soon 
may be set to^work to make prohi­ 
bition enforcement a fact instead of 
merely an act. 
Representative 
William A. Ayres 
of Kansas, who last week frustrated 
an attem pt 
to cripple 
the federal 
trade commission by ruthless 
slash­ 
ing of its appropriation in defiance 
of the protests of business interests, 
has conceived the idea of revamping 
the old slave trade act to .bring the 
rum runners to the bar of effective 
justice. 
The old slave trade act prohibited 
anyone from 'importing human 
be­ 
ings for the purpose of slavery. 
It 
provided that any nationals of 
this 
country engaged in illicit traffic 
in 
slaves in violation of that law, either 
in vessels under United States flag or 
foreign ships, would be deemed 
guilty of piracy and imprisoned for 
life. 
There 
was 
another provision 
that anyone fitting up a vessel 
for 
the purpose of engaging in the slave 
traffic similarly would be guilty 
of 
piracy. 
Recently, when officials of the coast 
guard were ¡before the house 
appro­ 
priations committee successfully ar­ 
guing for appropriation of about 14 
million dollars to equip this service 
with personnel 
and 
speedy 
boats, 
Representative 
Ayres 
got his big 
idea. 
The testimony showed 
that 
even when, with antiquated 
ships, 
the coast guard were able to appre­ 
hend some vessel in the rum-running 
fleet, under the Volwtead law, 
after 
conviction these offenders simply paid 
relatively small tine out of 
their 
ill-gotten gains and even were able 
to buy back their boats and in one 
trip recoup all their losses. 
So Representative 
Ayres 
hunted 
up the old slave trade act and struck 
out the word “slaves” and substitut­ 
ed “intoxicating liquors.” 
Instead of 
imprisonment for fife changed 
the 
penalty to five years for the 
first 
offense and ten years for the second. 
His bill makes the imposition of 
penitentiary sentence not discretion­ 
ary with the judge, but mandatory. 
'The prohibition 
authorities 
now 
are strong for the Ayres bill. 
Representative Ayres hopes to get 
a hearing soon before the house ju­ 
diciary committee, at which the pro­ 
hibition authorities 
will 
urge 
the 
passage of this measure as the simp 
lest way to enforce prohibition. 
The highest court of the -land 
re­ 
peatedly has held the old slave act 
valid. 
Although the slave traffic did 
not come within 
the 
meaning 
of 
“piracy” in the law of nations, any 
nation had a right to define “piracy 
within its own jurisdiction. 
So there is prospect that the “rum 
running fleet” 
may be .legislatively 
branded as “rum .pirate fleet”.

Tentative grades for cannery toma­ 
toes have bet«n formulated by the 
United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture for the purpose of providing a 
basis for agreements and purchases of 
raw* material used in the manufacture 
of canned tomatoes and tomato prod­ 
ucts. 
It is hoped that the use of spe­ 
cific standards 
will 
produce better 
business relations between manufac­ 
turers and growers, and ultimately re­ 
sult in a measurable improvement in 
the quality of the stock delivered to 
the cannery. 
The principal of standardization Is 
now firmly established and becomes 
more popular each year, the depart­ 
ment says. Grades are widely used In 
the buying and selling of farm crops 
and are now considered a necessary 
feature of any well-ordered system of 
marketing. 
It Is felt that grades prob­ 
ably can be mad** applicable to most, 
If ndf all, of the fruits and vegetables 
grown for cannery purposes. 
No Standard Grades. 
Up to the present lime there has 
been no standard grades for cannery 
tomatoes. 
Some manufacturers have 
endeavored to buy on more or less 
definite specifications, bur there has 
been little uniformity in the terminol­ 
ogy and application of such locally 
drawn standards. 
Establishment of 
federal grades will enable all fanners 
to buy on a quality basis and enable 
growers to sell 
tomatoes at 
prices 
commensurate with tie* quality deliv­ 
ered, the department suys. 
Success of the department’s system 
of grading cannery crops seems to de­ 
pend largely upon the establishment 
of definite gradations in price to con­ 
form with the variations in quality 
and condition, it is pointed out. 
Such 
price gradations will furnish a stim­ 
ulus to the grower to strive to deliver 
only a high quality product, in order 
to secure the attendant premium. 
A 
fair basis for discounting deliveries of 
low-grade tomatoes will also discour­ 
age the grower from delivering low- 
grade stock, and bring about a marked 
improvement In the quality of the to­ 
matoes grown and harvested. 
The 
grower who finds that he is unable 
to produce tomatoes that will grade 
U. S. No. 1 will be inclined to discrim­ 
inate more carefully in the purchase 
of his seed or plants, and will focus 
his interest on the elimination of the 
unproductive 
and 
poorly 
adapted 
strains of tomatoes and the constant 
improvement of a few well-selected va­ 
rieties, the department feels. 
(»rowers of cannery tomatoes will 
not be expected to use the proposed 
grades as a basis for separating the 
crop into two or three classes before 
hauling to the cannery, as this prob­ 
ably would unduly increase handling 
costs. 
Canners 
ordinarily 
are 
not 
equipped to handle lots of different 
qualities separately, and since individ­ 
ual lots lose their identity immediate­ 
ly after being unloaded there would 
be little advantage in doing extensive 
sorting of the crop in the field, the 
department says. 
It is felt that the 
more logical plan would be for manu­ 
facturers to employ the standards as 
a basis for sampling the loads as they 
come to the receiving platform, there­ 
by ascertaining the grade and fixing 
the value of each load. 
To Try Out Standards. 
The principle of buying cannery to­ 
matoes on grade Is meeting with con­ 
siderable Interest among canners of 
tomatoes and tomato 
products 
and 
several manufacturers have indicated 
their intention to try out the proposed 
federal standards as a basis for their 
buying next season. 
One manufactur­ 
er in southern New Jersey has incor­ 
porated in U. S. 
No. 
1 grade 
in 
his agreements with the growers. 
In 
western New York the grades will 
be used by one large operator on a 
portion of the acreage which he has 
under contract for 1924. 
Indiana can- 
uers have assured the department that 
they are heartily in accord with the 
efforts being made to formulate a fair 
and workable system of grading, and 
have offered their co-operation in get­ 
ting such a system established uni­ 
formly in that state. 
The tentative grades have been ap­ 
proved and adopted unanimously by 
the Tri-State Packers’ association, an 
organization representing the cannery 
Interests of Delaware, Maryland and 
New Jersey. 
It also is reported that 
the proposed grades probably will be 
established as legal grades in New 
Jersey by the bureau of markets of 
the state department of agriculture.

The production of rye in the United 
States has Increased rapidly within 
the last few year^ due chiefly to a 
heavy foreign demand, high-priced la­ 
bor, low yields of wheat, and the de­ 
velopment of Improved varieties oi 
rye, including Rosen, Dakold, and sev­ 
eral others. 
The hardiness, vigor, ear­ 
liness and low production costs of 
winter 
rye 
have 
permitted 
It 
to 
compete 
successfully 
with 
spring 
wheat. Recent low' prices of rye, how­ 
ever, have made the crop less profit­ 
able than formerly. 
If rye is to main­ 
tain its Importance in the future it 
must be fitted into its proper place in 
the farming system. 
Suitable cultural 
methods and good varieties are equally 
essential. 
A continued foreign mar­ 
ket for our surplus also is necessary. 
These problems are discussed in a new 
bulletin just issued by the 
United 
States Department of Agriculture, as 
Farmers’ Bulletin 1358, “Growing Rye 
in the Western Half of the United 
Stutes.” 
Rye Is Cash Crop, 
Rye is grown largely as a cash gruin 
in the western hail of the United 
States, but is also used for pasture, as 
a green manure or nurse crop, and to 
smother weeds. 
The growing of win­ 
ter rye permits a better distribution 
of labor, because it can be sown in 
grain stubble in the fall and is bur- 
vested before other grains are ripe. 
Winter rye can be sown on grain stub­ 
ble, corn-ground, fell plowed lund, or 
summer fallow. Sowing on gruin stub­ 
ble often is the most i rotitable because 
of the cheaper cost of production. 
Rye can he grown in practically all 
parts of the United States, although 
it is more productive in some sections 
than in others. 
Its culture is limited 
in most regions because other crops 
are more profitable. 
It is most profit­ 
able in the northern and eastern states. 
North Dakota, Michigan, Minnesota, 
and Wisconsin now lead in the produc­ 
tion of rye. In the western half of the 
United States rye in general is best 
suited to the climate and agricultural 
conditions of North Dakota, South 
Dukota, 
Minnesota, 
Nebraska, 
and 
northeastern Colorado. 
Hardy winter 
rye is successfully grow in all parts of 
the Dakotas and Minnesota, while win­ 
ter wheat usually will not survive the 
winters in North Dakota, not always in 
Minnesota, and usually only in the 
southeastern and Black Hills sections 
of South Dakota. 
Rye is the best 
small-grain crop for sandy lands of 
northeustern Colorado and adjacent 
states. 
Less Valuable Than Wheat. 
In the important rye producing west­ 
ern states the average acre value of 
the rye crop is somewhat less than that 
of wheat. 
The net returns from rye 
usually are higher than those of wheat 
because of the lower cost of produc­ 
tion. 
The price of rye is determined 
largely by the foreign demand, and 
with the resumption of normal produc­ 
tion in Europe the demand for the 
American crop probably will be les­ 
sened. 
At low prices rye cannot be 
grown for grain at a profit except un­ 
der good management and in favored 
localities, but this crop will continue 
to have a wide use on sandy lands and 
for pasturage, hay, green manure, and 
as a nurse crop for legumes. 
A copy of the bulletin just Issued 
may be secured, while the supply lasts, 
from the United States Department of 
Agriculture, Washington, D. C. 


Reduce Damage by Weeds 
by Clean Farm Methods 
Weeds will probably always be w ith 
us. 
By 
the use of good farming 
methods their clumage can, however, 
be held at a low figure. 
Clean seed 
should be the first consideration. 
It 
may be bought from a reliable farm­ 
er or seed firm aud the stute experi­ 
ment station will test it free of charge 
for weed seed. 
If home-grown seed 
Is used, and you know certain weeds 
went to seed in the field, then a good 
fanning mill will remove the weed 
seeds. 
After clean seed comes crop rotation. 
While certain weeds thrive in wheat 
or oats, they are easily destroyed by 
clear cultivation as practiced in the 
cornfield. 
Other weeds that persist in 
corn can be smothered by heavy crops 
of grain or sorghum. 
It is by study­ 
ing weeds and knowing why they are 
weeds that we can discover their weak 
spots and destroy them. 


Length of Time Seeds 
Retain Their Vitality 
The length <>f time seeds retain their 
vitality varies according to storage 
conditions, temperature, moisture, de­ 
gree of maturity when harvested, and 
manner of curing. 
The germinating 
power of most seeds deteriorates after 
the first or second year, being greatest 
after three years. 
Hard-coated seeds, 
such as clover and alfalfa, usually re 
tain their vitality longer than soft- 
coated seeds. 
The average life for a 
few crops is as follows: 
Alfalfa, six 
years; alsike clover, two years; barley, 
six months; corn, two years; clover 
(red), three years; oats, Ax months; 
cucumber, 
ten 
years; 
wheut, 
six 
months; lettuce, five years; pumpkin, 
five years; radish, five years; red top, 
six years; soy beans, one year; timo­ 
thy, five years; tomato, four years. It 
.always pays to test old seeds.

tiful. wages fell. 
Now, writh 
com­ 
plete labor organization, a surplus of 
man-power

wages mih! shorter hours. 
“ Industry has assim ilated the 
in­ 
creased cost of labor and is passing 
h. on to the consum er”, Snow 
said. 
'T h e fafm er is unorganized. He is 
exchanging the 
product of one^hour 
of industrial labor for 10 
hours of 
farm labor. 
The exchange 
is 
not 
just. 
His savings vanished 
some 
time ago and the farm m ortgage be­ 
gan to reappear. 
In 1923 more than 
twice the amount of m ortgages w rit­ 
ten in any of eight previous 
years 
were taken out by farm ers. They are 
m ortgaging to the lim it and 
must 
find a solution”. 
Snow’s idea of the proper solution 
is to follow the footsteps of 
labor 
and capital and 
organize. 
Difficul­ 
ties in an attem pt to form an organ 
izatlon of men, so widely scattered as 
farm ers, are more 
than 
apparent. 
Snow said it was possible and neces 
sary. 
W aiting for a return of nor 
mal conditions is recognized as 
fu­ 
tile, Snow said, adding tha torganiza 
ton had to be met with organization 
to save the agriculture situation. 
The country has failed to take the 
situation seriously because it has ac 
cepted the word of persons who know 
nothing of farm problems, Snow de­ 
clared. 
He dwelt with sarcasm up 
on the recent address 
o f ' a banker 
who said th at newspapers and m ag 
azines carried articles which made 
the farm er believe his lot more see 
ious than it is.

patriotic Americans. This bureau de­ 
voted itself to a condemnation 
of 
oyal American 
publications; 
the 
bribing or attempted bribing of Am­ 
erican publishers 
and w riters; 
the 
promotion of strikes and disorders 
the secret control of airship 
and 
plants, and to anything 
ammunition 
in general that might tend to weak- 
es- 
en the cause of the allies in the 
tInflation of the American public. 
William 
Bayard 
Hale 
had been 
honored highly 
by his native land 
President Wilson had employed him 
on a mission of great 
responsibility 
and delicacy. 
He had the confidence 
of men in high power throughout the 
world. 
On his mission to Mexico he 
had acquited himself w ry commend 
ably. 
His work there 
had 
aided 
largely in cementing the gap 
that 
had begun to form between the Unit 
ed States and its neighboring 
re 
public on the south. 
It was while acting as foreign cor 
respondent for the William Randolph 
Hearat papers that Hale went to Ber 
lin. 
It later developed, through of 
ficial testimony presented to a sen 
ate 
investigating 
committee, Hale 
had sold himself to Germany for $15 
t>00 a year. 
The*Author’s 
lx*ague of America 
immediately took steps to expel Hale 
s a member on the ground 
that 
while being in the employ of 
the 
German government Mr. Hale, with 
out acknowledging his German affil 
¡ations, conducted pro-German 
pro­ 
paganda in America, even attacking 
the President of the United 
States, 
at a time when 
the 
President was 
endeavoring to defend our rights at 
a ”. 
As a result of the disclosures 
and 
the unfavorable criticism heaped up­ 
on him, Hale failed to return to this 
country after the war. 
Hale was rector of St. Mary’s Pro­ 
testant Episcopal church in Ardmore, 
Pa., (in 1889 and 1900. 
From 1903 to 
1907 he held un editorial position of 
the 
Philadelphia 
Public 
ledger. 
While rector of the Ardmor church 
his wife divorced him on the grounds 
of 
extreme 
cruelty. 
He 
married 
again a few months later.

into effect in this 
country, m arking 
the beginning of the industry here, 
kiggett also invented th«* tin can. A t ,

(Pr*p*r«>«1 by Ih* I'nlt-I Star«« I»«partm#nl 
of A c r tc u ltu r e ) 
Tentative grade* for cannery toma­ 
toes have been formulated by the 
United Htutex Department of Agricul­ 
ture for the purpoae of providing a 
hauls for agreements and purchases of 
raw muterlal used In the manufacture 
of canned tomatoes and tomato prod­ 
uct*. 
It I* hoj*ed thut the use of spe­ 
cific standards will produce better 
business relations between manufac­ 
turers and growers, and ultimately re­ 
sult In a measurable Improvement In 
the quality of the stock delivered to 
the cannery 
The principal of standardization Is 
now firmly established and becomes 
more popular each year, the depart­ 
ment say*. Grades are widely used In 
the buying and selling of farm crops 
and are now considered a neeessar.v 
feature of any well-ordered system of 
marketing. It Is felt that grudes prob­ 
ably can he made applicable to most. 
If ndt all, of the fruits and vegetables 
grown for cannery purposes. 
No Standard Grade*. 
Up to the present time there has 
been no standard grades for cannery 
tomutoes. 
Some manufacturers have 
endeavored to buy on more or less 
definite specifications, but there hHS 
been little uniformity In the terminol­ 
ogy and application of such locally 
drawn standard*. 
Establishment of 
federal grudes will enuhle ail canners 
to buy on a quality basis and enable 
growers to sell tomatoes at prices 
commensurate with the quality deliv­ 
ered, the department says. 
Success of the department’s system 
of grading cannery crops seems to de­ 
pend largely upon the establishment 
of definite gradation* In price to con­ 
form with the variations In quality 
and condition. It is pointed out. Such 
price gradations will furnish a stim­ 
ulus to the grower to strive to deliver 
only a high quality product.

fair basis for discounting deliveries of 
low-grade tomatoes will also discour­ 
age the grower from delivering low- 
grade stock, und bring about a marked 
Improvement In the quality of the to­ 
matoes grown and harvested.

grower who finds that he Is unable 
to produce tomatoes that will grade 
U. R. No. 1 will be Inclined to discrim­ 
inate more carefully In the purchase 
of his seed or plants, and will focus 
hts Interest on the elimination of the

adapted 
strains of tomatoes and the constant 
improvement of a few well-selected va­ 
rieties, the department feels. 
(»rowers of cannery tomatoes will 
not be expected to use the proposed 
grades as a basis for separating the 
crop Into two or three classes before 
hauling to the cannery, as this prob­ 
ably would unduly Increase handling 
costs. 
Canners ordinarily are 
not 
equipped to handle lots of different 
qualities separately, and since individ­ 
ual lots lose their Identity immediate­ 
ly after being unloaded there would 
be little advantage In doing extensive 
sorting of the crop In the field, the 
department says. 
It Is felt that the 
more loglcul plan would be for manu­ 
facturers to employ the standards as 
a basis for sampling the loads as they 
come to the receiving platform, there­ 
by ascertaining the grade and fixing 
the value of each load. 
To Try Out Standards. 
The principle of buying cannery to­ 
matoes on grade Is meeting with con­ 
siderable interest among canners of 
tomutoes and tomato products 
and 
several manufacturers huve indicated 
their Intention to try out the proposed 
federal standards us a basis for their 
buying next season. One manufactur­ 
er In southern New Jersey has incor­ 
porated in U. S. No. 1 grade In 
his agreements with the growers. 
In 
western New York the grades will 
be used by one large operator on a 
portion of the acreage which he has 
under contract for 1924. Indiana can- 
uers have assured the department that 
they are heartily in accord with the 
efforts being made to formulate a fair 
and workable system of grading, and 
have offered their co-operation in get­ 
ting such u system established uni­ 
formly in that state. 
The tentative grudes have been ap­ 
proved and adopted unanimously by 
the Tri-State Packers’ association, an 
organization representing the cannery 
Interests of Delaware, Maryland and 
New Jersey. 
It ulso Is reported that 
the proposed grades probably will be 
established as legal grades in New 
Jersey by the bureau of markets of 
the state department of agriculture.

A continued foreign mar­ 
ket for our surplus also Is necessary. 
These problems are discussed in a new 
bulletin Just issued by the Unite?] 
Stutes Department of Agriculture, us 
Farmers’ Bulletin 1358, “Growing Rye 
In the Western Half of the United 
States.” 
Rys Is Cash Crop. 
Rye Is grown largely as a cash grain 
in the western half of the United 
Stutes, but is also used for pasture, us 
u green manure or nurse cr?»p, and to 
smother weeds. 
The growing of win­ 
ter rye permits u better distribution 
of labor, because it can be sown In 
grain stubble In the fall an?l Is har­ 
vested before other gruins are ripe. 
Winter rye can be sown on grain stub­ 
ble, c?»rn-ground, fell-plowed land, or 
summer fallow. Sowing on gruln stub­ 
ble often Is the most profitable because 
of the cheaper cost of pr?>ductlon. 
Rye can be grown in practically all 
parts ?»f the United Stutes, although 
it Is more productive in some sections 
thun In others. 
Its culture is llmite?J 
in most regions because other crop* 
are more profitable. It is most profit­ 
able in the northern und eastern states. 
North Dakota, Michigan, Minnesota, 
and Wisconsin now lead In the pro?luc- 
tlon of rye. In the western half of the 
United States rye In general Is best 
suited to the climate and agricultural 
conditions of North Dakota, South 
Dakota, 
Minnesota, 
Nebraska, 
and 
northeastern Colorado. 
Hardy winter 
rye is successfully grow in ull parts of 
the Dakotas and Minnesota, while win 
ter wheat usually will not survive the 
winters In North Dakota, not always in 
Minnesota, and usually only In the 
southeastern and Black Hills sections 
of South Dakota. 
Rye is the best 
small grain crop for sandy lands of 
northeastern Colorado and adjacent 
states. 
Less Valuable Than Wheat 
In the Important rye producing west 
ern states the average acre value of 
the rye crop is somewhat less thun thut 
of wheat. 
The net returns from rye 
usually are higher than those of wheat 
because of the lower cost of produc 
tion. 
The price of rye is determined 
lurgely by the foreign demand, und 
with the resumption of normal produc 
tion in Europe the demand for the 
American crop probably will be lea 
sened. 
At low prices rye cannot be 
grown for grain at a profit except un 
der good management und in fuvored 
localities, but this crop will continue 
to have a wide use on sandy lands and 
for pasturage, hay, green manure, und 
as a nurse crop for legumes.

Sometimes in the case of 
overflow land, where Inoculation has 
been carried by a stream from other 
fields It Is not necessary to Inoculate 
but It is not wise to attempt seeding 
on a large scale without the certain 
knowledge that the soil is properly 
inoculated.

Reduce Damage by W eeds 
by Clean Farm Methods 
Weeds will probably always be with 
us. 
By the use of good farming 
methods their damage can, however, 
be held at a low figure. 
Clean seed 
should be the first consideration.

may be bought from a reliable farm­ 
er or seed firm uud the stute experi­ 
ment station will test it free of eharge 
for weed seed. 
If home-grown seed 
Is used, and you know certain weeds 
went to seed in the field, then a good 
fanning mill will remove the weed 
seeds. 
After clean seed comes crop rotation. 
While certain weeds thrive in wh?*ut 
or oats, they are easily destroyed by 
clear cultivation as practiced in the 
cornfield. 
Other weeds that persist in 
corn cun be smothered by heavy crops 
of grain or sorghum. 
It is by study­ 
ing weeds and Knowing why they are 
weeds that we can discover their weak 
spots and destroy them. 


Length of Time Seeds 
Retain Their Vitality 
The lengtli of time seeds retain their 
vitality varies according to storage 
conditions, temperature, moisture, de­ 
gree of maturity when harvested, and 
manner of curing. 
The germinating 
power of most seeds deteriorates after 
the first or second year, being greatest 
after three years 
Hard-coated seeds, 
such us clover and alfulfa, usually re 
tain their vitality longer than soft- 
coated seeds. 
The averuge life for a 
few crops is as follows: 
Alfalfa, six 
yeurs; alsike clover, two years; barley, 
six months; corn, two years; clover 
(red), three years; oats, »4»x months;

Pawhuska. Ok., April 12.—And 
so 
Ed 
Ixrckhart—hard-riding, 
cruel, 
dare-devil F.d—is dead. 
Once too often he 
to<*k 
the risk 
when the odd* were 
long 
against 
him. 
And he paid with his life. 
When Mont Grady’s bullet crashed 
through Lockhart's body, 
that chill 
morning at March 2fi, it put a period 
to the last paragraph of the 
most 
sensational c h a fe r 
in the criminal 
history of Oklahoma and the whole 
Southwest. 
Henry 
S tarr—A1 
Spencer—Ed 
Lockhart. 'Hie names are as famous 
in the Southwest as were ever 
any 
of the Homeric heroes on the windy 
plains of Troy. 
There are many names in Oklaho­ 
ma.*’ history which old-timers 
recall 
vividly as king-bandits, Jesse .Fames, 
the Younger hoys, the Daltons— Bill, 
Emmett, Grat, Bob and the rest—Bill 
Doolin, Arkansas Tom, Eddie Adams, 
Red Buck, 
Charley 
Pierce, Bitter 
Creek, Tulsa Jack, A! Jennings ami 
Diamond 
Joe 
Sullivan—the 
very 
names smack 
of crime 
and bitter 
deeds. 
But among them all none stand out 
with more lurid light than the three 
of which Lockhart was the last—was 
crushed only 
after 
an unremitting 
war of more than three years with 
the whole Southwest as the 
battle 
ground, and every law-abiding citi­ 
zen in that district in the army 
of 
right. 
First to appear on the horizon of 
the Southwestern ranges, came 
a 
quarter-breed Cherokee Indian boy— 
Henry Starr. 
Starr was born 
at 
Ft. Gibson, Indian Territory, Decern- 
¡ber 2, 187.3. 
The second of the triumvirate was 
AI Spencer. 
Reared in poverty on a 
poor farm among the Ok eso 
Hills, 
in the Oklahoma “strip”, Spencer ear- 


ly grew into defiance of the laws of j 
God and man. 
Last to appear, and last, too, 
to 
succumb to civilization’s power, was 
Ed l*ockhart. To Ixickhart adventure 
was the breath of life. It was natur­ 
al that he should enlist and go with 
the earliest contingents 
across the 
Atlantic to the scene of habile. Nor 
did he carry himself without disinc- 
tion. 
Henry Starr’s bandit carer sprang 
as a natural outlet for his wild, fierce 
streak of Indian blood. 
It was the 
herditary instincts nrf generations of 
dark and ferocious ancestors which 
caused 
him 
to 
take the 
warpath 
against humanity. 
He loved the thrill more than the 
gain he got when 
he robbed banks. 
The fame he earned was as dear to 
him as the money. The sudden dash 
into an unsuspecting town, the gath­ 
ering of the loot, and the spectacular 
dash for safety, leaving 
a country­ 
side buzzing behind him like a hug« 
hive of bees—these were the 
meat 
and drink of Starr’s life. 
After his parole from 
McAllister 
in 1919 he made a serious effort t>o go 
straight. 
But 
his 
moving picture 
venture failed. 
And once more 
he 
turned to the line where he knew he 
was supreme. 
So it happened that on the morn­ 
ing of February 18, 1921, while 
he 
was attempting to rob the People’s 
State Bank 
of Harrison, Ark., 
h« 
was shot down by the squirrel-hunt­ 
in’ hank president, W. J. Myers, who 
always kept his squirrol gun by his 
desk for just such an emergency. 
Spencer was different. 
He 
was 
forced into crime by his poverty. 
A 
• life on a 
drought-blasted, 
sand-hil 
| farm, with the hand of every man ap­ 
parently turned against you, is not 
conducive to respect for laws or pro­ 
perties. 
That was why, one day, A1 Spen­ 
cer saddled his father’s swiftest hor.st 
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and disappeared into the Osage Hills, 
rst as a cattle thief, later as a bank 
bandit. 
He fuUi “gone straight” for 
thirty years, married, and r«*ared 
a 
golden-haired daughter- and he 
had 
got nothing by ft. 
Now he intended 
to win somethiiltf by other methods. 
Spencer had, in common with Starr 
and Lockhart, the wild, unreasoning 
love of danger. 
The spice of death 
lurking behind every bush, in every 
fence corner, lured him more power­ 
fully than did ever siren iure seaman 
of cftd. The loot meant more to him 
than 
U did to Starr, however. 
He 
was a poor man. and his poverty ha«l 
taught him the value of money. 
But his end Was the same. Ap osse, 
headed by Alva McDonald, 
United 
States marshal, tracked.him to his 
lair in the fastness of .the hills in 
northern Osage County. There, with 
hi * pistol in hsi hand 
and 
$10,000 
worth of stolen Liberty bonds in his 
clothing, Al Spencer died. 
The night 
of 
August 
20, 1923, 
Spencer held up the Katy southbound, 
jne mile south of Okesa, near 
his 
>ld birthplace. 
His chosen band 
of 
bandits worked smoothly, the engine 
was uncoupled, and Spencer escaped 
with $20,500 
Liberty 
bonds. 
The 
theft of the Liberty bonds was his 
mistake. 
It 
was 
the 
first offense 
against the government. Two months 
later Spencer died before the rifles 
of fifty men summoned by the Unit­ 
ed States to maintain the “peace and 
iignity of the nation”. 
I^ockhart was perhaps the most ap-. 
pealing of the three. He was boyish, 
enthusiastic, dashing, even handsome 
in a way. 
But he had an underlying 
-treak of sinister, cold cruelty, whicb 
prevented anybody from loving him 
overmuch.„ Even his 
widow viewed 
his body in the Tulsa with eyes which 
shed no tears. 
Henry Starr was Ixvckhart’s men­ 
tor. 
Up to the conclusion of the war 
he had lived an honest life. But af 
ter months in the trenches the hum­ 
drum of mining the only trade 
he 
knew—was too dull for him. Like an 
iron filing to a magnet he gravitated 
toward Che notorious bandit. 
With Starr, Lockhart passed thru 
counties hairs-breath escapes. 
Once 
he escaped after the robbery at Har­ 
rison, Ark., in an airplane. 
In May, 
192.3, he was arrested 
and 
pleaded 
guilty to the robl>ery of a bank at 
Gore, Ok., being sentenced to twenty 
years in the slate penitentiary 
at 
McAlster. 
A short while later he was parol­ 
ed by Governor Wailton and was not 
een again until 
two 
months later 
when he was confined in the jail at 
lay. 
Before penitentiary authorities 
could come f«>r him, four of his trusty 
pals swooped down on the jail 
at 
midnight, 
held up the jailers, 
and 
freed Lockhart. 
Then came his final bow to the pub­ 
lic. 
Romantic to the <last, Lockhart 
surprised at the home of Fred Walk­ 
er, near Sperry, died a death as lurid 
as his career. 
He disarmed 
Mont 
Grady, McAlester prison guard, and 
had almost made his escape, 
using 
Grady’s body as a shield, 
when the 
guard reached into the bandit’s pock 
et, gripped his own pistol, and with­ 
out withdrawing it, fired tbe 
fatal 
sJhot.
